HEN it ivas learned in Great Britain that the Senate had 


approved the disarmament conference idea by a vote of 


TO to 0 there was journalistic jubilation. Apparently, any time 
wae felt by Europe to be the right time for a naval reduction. 


President Harding is understood to disagree with British 
papers on this matter. He is understood, also, to believe that 
disarmament considerations should touch military as well as 
jaaral policies. On this.account opposition to the Senate amend- 
ment is reported to have crystallized in the House, and the pro- 
posal that seemed about to flower into a reduction of taxes now 
threatens to wither in the bud. 


Fortunately the President is known to respect popular opin- 


ion, and there is considerable doubt as to whether popular opin- 
ion will let the Borah amendment die. One guesses that the 70- 
to-0 vote represented an influx ef letters from senatorial consti- 
tuents all over the country. Congressmen may be deferential 
to rumors regarding the President's mind, but they are more 
deferential to the positive voice of their electorates. Beyond 
doubt the Areem-an people are vehemently opposed to a policy 
of isolation v. h:ch require* the largest navy in the world. Be- 
yond doubt they realize that three years of delay -with regard 
to disarmament i* enough, that the Borah amendment is a 
definite if short, step, that it bars no further action with regard 
to armies, and that n will be effective if put into practice in the 
pear future.
